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committed by Patentees of certaine Priuiledges and Licences, to the 
generall good of all her Maieſties louing Subiects. 


CP OI @ al Prreas her mod excellent Maieſtie hauing granted diuers Pziutledges , and 
2 [-#9 & licences, (vpon many ſuggeũtons made vnto her Highneſle , that the ſame 
ZE N ſhould tend to the common good and pꝛollt of her Subtects) hath ſince the 
755 time of thole Grants recetued diuers Jnfozmations of ſundzy grieuances 
q| lighting vpon many of the poozer ſozt of her people (by fozce thereof) contrary 
to her Mateſties expectation, at the time of thoſe Grants: All which being 
duely examined,byſuch as her Maieſtie hath directed to conſider, and repoꝛt 
the tate ol ſuch complaints as haue bene made in that behalte, It doth ap- 
peare that ſome ofthe ſatd Grants were not only made vpon falſe and vntrue 
tters Patents, but haue beene alſo notozioufly abuſed, to the great loſſe and 
grieuance of her louing Subiects, (whoſe publike good ſhee tendereth moze then any wozldly riches: ) Ind 
whereas alſo vpon like falſe ſuggeſtions, there haue beene obtained of the Loꝛdes of her Pighneſle pꝛiuie 
Counſell, divers Letters of aſſiſtance , foz the due erecution of diuert of the ſaid Graunts, accoꝛding to her 
Dighneſle gracious intention and meaning, Fozaſmuch as her molt excellent Maleſtie ( whoſe care and 
pꝛouidence neuer ceaſeth to pꝛeſerue her people in continuall peace and plenty) doth diſcerne that theſe partt- E 
cular Graunts enſuing, namely, of oꝛ in any wiſe concerning Salt, Salt vpon Salt, uineger, Aquavicz,oz 
Aqua compoſita,oz any liquoz concerning the ſame, Salting and packing of fiſh, Trapne Dyle , Blubbers oꝛ 
Liuozs of fiſh, Pol dauyes, and Mildernixe, Pots, Bzuſbes, and Bottels, and Starch, haue beene found in 
conſequence ſo farre differingfrom thoſe mayne groundes and reaſons , which hane beene menttoned in the 
Graunts, and haue alſo in the execution of the ſaid Letters Patents bene extremely abuſed, contrary to her 
Highnelle intention and meaning therein erpzeſſed : She is now pleaſedof her meere Grace and fauour to 
all her louing Subiects, and byher Regall power and authozitie to publiſh and declare (by vertue hereof)all 
theſaid Graunts aboue mentioned, and euery clauſe, article andſentence (in the Letters Patentsthereof 
contained)to be vold. And doth further expzefly charge and command all the ſaid Patentees, and all and eue⸗ 
ryperſon and perſons, clayming by, from oz vnder them, oꝛ any of them, that they oꝛ any of them, doe not at 
anytime hereafterpzeſume oz attempt to put in vꝛe ozerecution, anything therein contained, vpon paine 
ofher Dighnefle indignation, and to bee puniſhed as contemners and bzeakers of her royall and pztncely 
Commandement, 
And whereas her Maieſtie hath alſo granted diuers other Pꝛiuiledges and Licences, ſome fo2 the better 
furniſhing ol the Kealme with ſuch warlike pꝛouiſions as are neceſſary toꝛ the defence thereof (as namely 
that concerning Saltpeter) and ſome of other kindes to particular perſons, which haue ſuſteined lolles and 
hinderances by ſeruice at Sea, and Land. oz ſuch as haue bene her Maieſties ancient domeſtical Seruitozs, 
02 fo: ſome other line conſiderations, as namely, New Dꝛaperie, Irich Parne, Calues ſkins, Pelts, Cards, 
Glaſſes, Searching and Sealing ol Leather, and Steele, and ſuch like; Jn which Graunts allo her Higy⸗ 
nelle hath beene credibly info:med, that there hath beene abuſe in the execution of them, to the hurt and pꝛe | 
dice of her louing Subiects (whereof ſhe meaneth alſo that due puniſhment ſball follow vpon tuch as ſhall | 
beefound to haue particularly offended) Der Mateſtie doeth by theſe pzeſents likewiſe publiſh , notifie and 
declare her gracious will and pleaſure to bee, That all and euery her Highneſle louing Subiects, that at 
any time hereafter ſhalt linde themſelues grieued, iniuredoz wꝛonged by reaſonof any ofthe ſayd Gratmts, 
02 any clauſe, Article oz ſentence therein conteined, may bee at his oz their Libertie to take their ozdinaryre- 
_ medyby her Highnelle Lawes ol this Kealme, any matter oz thing in any ofthe laid Grants to the contrary 


© \notwithſtanding. And loꝛalmuch as her Maieſtie (with the adniſe of her pꝛiuie Counſel) is now retolued, 
that no Letters fromhencefozth mall be witten from them to allift theſe Grants, ſeeing they haue ſerued foz 
pretexts to thoſe that haue had them, to terrifle and oppzelle her people (meerely contrary to the purpoſe and 
meaning of the ſame) Her Dateltie doth ſtrattiy charge and command, that no Letters of Aſſiſtance that 
haue bene granted byher Counſell fo; execution ofthoſe Grants. hall at any time hereafter be put in executi⸗ 
on, oꝛ any ol her louing Subiects be therby infozced to do oz perfozme any thing therin contained. And that no 
purſuiuant. Meſſenger of her highneſle Chamber, oz other officer whatſoeuer doe at any time hereafter pꝛe⸗ 
ſume 02 attempt any thing again any ofher loning Sublects, by pzetext 02 colour of any ſuch Letters ofaſ- 
(tance, los execution oz putting in we of any of thoſe aloꝛeſatd Graunts, oꝛ any thing therein contained. 
Ind as her Maieſtie doth greatly commend the duety and obedience that her louing Subiects haue peelded 
inconfozming themſelues to the [aſd Sraunts, being vnder the great Seale of England: Soher Maieſtte 
doth notifie and ligntfie by theſe pzeſents, Chat if any of her Sublects ſhall ſeditioufly, oz contemptuouly, 
preſume to call in aueſtion thepower 0 validitie of her pzerogatiueRoyall annexed to her impertall Crowne, 
in ſuch cauſes, all ſuch perſons ſo offending, ſh Ul receiue ſeuere puniſhment, accoꝛding to their demerits 

And whereas the hath allo bene inkoꝛmed, that diuers ol her Dublects are deltrous to be ſet at libertie foz 
the ſowing of nooad, reſtrained by a Pꝛoclamation in the foztieth and two peere of her reigne, at which time 
it was thought by many men of good experience, that ſuch reſtraint would be a meane to pꝛeuent ſund x in · 
conueniences, fozalmuch as her Maieſtie had neuer other purpoſe by that reſtraint, then to doe that which 
might be toꝛ the greateſt and molt generall benefite of her Dubtects: Her highneſle is alſopleaſed ( and ſo ſhee 
doeth) by this Pꝛoclamation ſet at liberty all ſuch perſons as ſhall thinke it foz thetr good, to imploy their 
grounds to the vle of ſo wing of ud oad , notwithſtanding any ſuch pꝛohibition in any fozmer pꝛoclamation. 
pꝛouided alwayes, that it ſhall not be lawfull foz any perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer, to conuert any ground 
that hall be within thꝛee miles of the Citie ol London,oz neere any other Patſeſties houſes of acceſſe, noz ſo 
neere to any other great Citie 02 Cowne cozpozate , whereby any offence may grow by the noylome ſauour of 
the lame.
